When the Pasadena Rose 
Parade blossoms forth each 
1 with its aMMMU -Man-¬ 
Year’s greeting, if also tells 
the world two things about 
Sierra Madre. First, small 
town USA is alive and well. 
Second, so, too, is the great 
volunteer spirit. Our float 
entry is the parade’s rarity, 
an all-community produced 
project. 

It also tells our Sierra Ma¬ 
dre Rose Float Association 
that it’s time to start thinking 
about next year’s parade. 
Since the late 1950s the group 
has had the January-to-Janu- 
ary blood, sweat and tears 
operation of designing, raising 
the money and building our 
rose floats—often prize win¬ 
ners. 

In the last few years SMRFA 
not only raised an average 
$10,000 a year to build each 
float but also managed an 
additional $22,500 for the 
construction of their new 
building. The fireproof, 75- 
foot long by 50-foot wide by 
22-feet high structure, which 
in time will have a walkway 
second story level for public 
viewing, is an unbelievable 
improvement. 

For float buildine soing 


back as early as 1909, it was 
done either in a city yard 
lean-to, a tin hut or more 
recently, a rented tent. Be-

the tent was not fireproof, 
windproof or weatherproof. 
And none of these shelters 
had a facility for storage or 
the possibility of some conti¬ 
nuity in the annual work. 

That 1909 entry, incidently, 
was sponsored by out Board 
of Trade and was a historic 
stagecoach from an 1850 west¬ 
ward trek. Later it did duty 
on a run between Santa Bar¬ 
bara and San Luis Obispo. 

It was acquired by Sierra 
Madre resident Gutzon Bor- 
glum, famous as a sculptor 
of the heads on Mt. Rushmoie. 
He was first known as a fine 
artist and used the stagecoach 
as a model for a painting of 
pioneer life that today is in 
a priceless collection belong¬ 
ing to Stanford. 

1917, though, was the year 
the Tourn 2 unent of Roses As¬ 
sociation began keeping a log 
book and lists that year as 
Sierra Madre’s official first 
time parade participation. 

In 1917 we actually had two 
entries, on« a large open 
touring car covered in yellow 
field flowers and wild mustard. 
Mrs. Ellis Weaver and Earl 


Topping who later helped 
organize our fire department 
rode on this float. He later 
served as Mayor. The other 

scene flanked by six pack 
animals that were so evident 
in early Sierra Madre. 

In 191.8 we honored the 
Red Cross with a large sus¬ 
pended cross of red poinset- 
tias. In 1924 it was our famous 
Wisteria Vine. But in 1928 
we entered a Viking ship that 
won the parade’s third prize. 
This ship rested on a sea of 
blue flowers, and was made 
of orange and yellow blossoms 
with bronze ones for the 
shields and oars. Flower cost 
was *205.94. But riding aboard 
were 10 Norsemen all in full 
regalia. One of those fierce 
Vikings was Dan Parker. 

In 1%3 we did a replica of 
the very first Pasadena Rose 
Parade held in 1890 with two 
flowered horse drawn carriages 
on our float. One had our 
beloved first Mayor, Charles 
W. Jones, as driver. He was 
93 and wore his 1888 gradua¬ 
tion cutaway suit and high top 
hat. 

Rudy Hartman remembers 
that in 1941 Sierra Madre 
was awarded a prize of a 
grandmother’s clock for our 
float. The clock was placed 


in City Hall, but no one could 
make it run. At the end of the 
year, however, it was offered 
as a first prize when raffle 

ney for the next parade. 

Hartman bought a book 
of tickets and at the Fireman’s 
Ball when the drawing was 
held, two of his tickets were 
picked. But he was allowed 
to keep just one prize and 
had to choose between the 
clock and a turkey (perhaps 
with the clock not working it 
was a choice between two tur¬ 
keys!). Hartman chose the 
clock, took it home, found 
that two screws needed ad¬ 
justment. It has kept perfect 
time since. 

Beginning in 1936, for al¬ 
most 20 years, gifted artist 
Alfred James Dewey was the 
dominant person for our Rose 
Parade participation. Floats 
were his design and built 
mostly by a tight group of 
his artists and literary cro¬ 
nies. William Schiltz, Marie 
Warfel’s father, a contractor 
and also a past Mayor, dona¬ 
ted his time to build the wood¬ 
en base. 

Dewey’s 1953 float “Abdul- 
A-Bul-Bul-Ameer’’ won the 
Grand Marshal prize. Riding 
as Abdul was popular man

Giving a pet? 

Remember 

responsibiiity 

It’s that time of year again when we think 
of giving puppies or kittens or smaiier animais 
for Christmas, and aithough it gives the 
animais a chance for a home, donors must be 
sure the animats witi have good homes. 

Pet ownership is a real commitment. It 
takes responsibility. Parents take on that 
commitment and responsibiiity when they give 
their smait chiidren a pet. 

Living in smaller homes, condominiums 
or economical apartments, many persons may 
be happier if they acquire birds, fish or other 
smaiier types of pets. 

If a dog or cat is adopted from a City Animal 
Shelter, a member of Volunteer Services to Ani¬ 
mals (VSA) will be on hand to assist in selecting 
the appropriate pet for the family or home. All 
animals from the shelter have been vaccinated 
against common diseases. VSA can also provide 
certificates for free spaying or neutering. 

On Wednesday, Dec. 22, the impound fees 
for both dogs and cats will be paid by Tail- 
waggers Foundation, administered locally by 
Mercy Crusade, Inc. Any responsible pet owner 
over the age of 18 is eligible for this free pro¬ 
gram. 

The occasion is the annual Bail Out Party, 
sponsored by Tailwaggers which pays the im¬ 
pound fee and the cost of the city dog license 
for each dog adopted. 

In conformance with California state law, 
persons adopting cats must pay sterilization 
fees ($17.50 for spaying, $11.50 for neutering) 
upon taking cats from shelters. 

Mercy Crusade, a Los Angeles Humane 
organization, will reimburse those who adopt 
cats for these surgical fees upon receipt of a 
certificate verifying surgery. 

For the first time in the history of the Bail 
Out Parties, Mercy Crusade and Tailwaggers 
organizations will pay for the compulsory anti¬ 
rabies vaccinations for all dogs adopted from 
the shelters. 

All pet stores or persons who sell or offer 
for sale dogs or cats must have a current 
breeder’s license issued by the City Department 
of Animal Regulation before they are authorized 
to sell animals to the public. 

A breeder’s license provides that a dog or 
cat may not be sold under the age ol eIgTit 
weeks, is immunized against common diseases 
and Is In good health.

Shelters in the city of Los Angeles are: 215 West 
Ann St., 3612 Eleventh Ave., 13131 Sherman 
Way, 11950 Missouri Ave., 735 Battery St. and 
20655 Plummer St. 

Anyone wishing to give a pet, large or 
small, for Christmas should remember commit¬ 
ment and responsibility — and be determined 
to give the little orphan animal a wonderful 
home. 


New law protects 
child travelers 

The Governor holds a press conference 
tomorrow, Friday, in Sacramento concerning 
the passage of a new law (SB 537, Petris — 
child seat restraints) which affects about 2 
million California child passengers. 

“More children are killed in traffic acci¬ 
dents than by any other cause,’’ according to 
the Los Angeles Area Child Passenger Safety 
Association. 

Points of the law are as follows: 

• Protects children under four years of 
ago or under 40 pounds when traveling in 
passenger vehicles or trucks under 6001 
pounds. 

• Parents must properly secure their 
small children in car safety seats when travel¬ 
ing in their own vehicles. When present in a 
vehicle owned by someone else, parents must 
properly secure their children in either car 
safety seats or available safety belts. 

• All drivers are responsible for properly 
securing small children they transport in either 
car safety seats or available safety belts when 
the children’s parents are not present. 

• All car safety seats sold by California 
retailers must meet federal standards estab¬ 
lished January 1,1981. 

• Law enforcement officers may stop a 
vehicle If they suspect a violation and may 
Issue a traffic citation. Under existing law, an 
officer may also issue a verbal warning to a 
driver transporting children aged 4-15 who 
are not using safety belts. 

• The maximum fine for the first offense 
would be $50. The court wlii dismiss the first 
charge if the parent shows that a car safety 
seat has been purchased for the child. At Its 
discretion, the court may dismiss subsequent 
charges. 

SB 537 does not apply to; school buses, 
vehicles registered outside of California; chil¬ 
dren are exempted by the court due to size, 
medical condition or physical unfitness.

Ken Rickard, Sierra Madre, 
has recently received a certi¬ 
ficate for meritorious service 
under the auspices of the John 
Anson Ford Award. The 
award was presented by the 
Affiliated Committees on 
Aging of Los Angeles and 
was given to Rickard for his 
outstanding volunteer work 
with older people in the foot¬ 
hill area. 

Rickard says he simply 
tries to help seniors get the 
benefits they have due them 
from the government. “It’s 
not welfare for these people. 
Some of them don’t even 
know how to apply for their 
MediCal,” he shakes his head 
irjodestly. 

Specifically, Rickard runs 
a volunteer transport service 
for those who are too ill or 
too elderly to go by bus. 

“So many have no relatives. 
Mostly I’m just transporting 
them and referring them to 
resources where they’ll get 
some help such as the deaf 


Hoih/ TO A void Overspending 


Burning the credit cards 
is not the only way to avoid 
overspending for Christmas. 

A bit of simple arithmetic, 
computed before a gift list 
is drawn up, can help save 
consumers from sleepless 
January nights when the bills 
arrive, suggests a University 
of Southern California finan¬ 
cial expert. 

“Figure out your monthly 
income. From that total, de¬ 
duct your basic expenses— 
mortgage payment, electric 
bill, and so on— and arrive 


at a number called ‘disposa¬ 
ble income,’ or what’s left 
over. Allow no more than 
60-70% of your disposable 
income for debt repayment,” 
Dr. Maurice Goudzwaard 
suggests. 

If a family has $200 per 
month of disposable income, 
no more than $140 should 
be budgeted for monthly debt 
repayments. The 30% cushion 
should be kept for unexpected 
expenses. 

Another way consumers can 
lighten their debts is by choos¬ 


ing a lender carefully, shop¬ 
ping around for the best avail¬ 
able arrangements. Credit 
cards offer convenience, but 
they don’t offer the lowest 
available interest rate. 

Christmas borrowers should 
check first with their credit 
union, which charges a maxi¬ 
mum of 17 ^4% on personal 
loans. 

Retailers and credit cards, 
banks, and finance compa¬ 
nies are also aids for Christ¬ 
mas borrowers.

about town, the ample-sized 
Pappy Welsh, splendid in 
gold lame and turban. A 
bevy of beauties, too, and 
standing guard over all with 
scimitar sword was a very tall 
Ivan Skivinsky Skivar, who 
was also giving directions to 
driver Bryce Tyler hidden un¬ 
derneath. 

Two of those beauties were 
Jane Buchan and Nan Carl- 


After Dewey’s death city 
interest in the parade waned. 
By 1957 we were about to be 
out of the parade for good. 
But Sierra Madre Civic Club, 
at the zero hour, rallied a 
group, saved our spot in the 
parade and produced a float 
that won the Founder’s Tro¬ 
phy. This was the beginning 
of our SMRFA and in this 
saga of Sierra Madre Rose 
Parade participation, our 
annual insurance policy. 


It meant, at first, learning 
their craft. Floats were then 
becoming more sophisticated 
with sculptured figures, rather 
than flatbed construction, 
and often animated. Also there 
was the very time-consuming 
and messy job of papier-mache 
in the step called "cocooning.” 
Today that is replaced by a 
speedy plastic spray. Glue 
was not waterproof and flo¬ 
wers washed off in the rain. 

And there were near dis¬ 
asters. In the 60s on the way 
to its spot in the parade on 
New Year’s Eve, the float 
met with an accident when it 
suffered a crash by a driver 
of a car who had been drink¬ 
ing. Ralph Rule, a paramedic, 
rushed to the scene and looked 
for a place to plug in a weld¬ 
ing torch to repair the damage. 

He saw a house with a light¬ 
ed porch. Without bothering 
the house owner, it was 2 
a.m.. Rule just removed the 
bulb, plugged in his torch and 
soon the “good as new” float 


was on its way before parade 
deadline time. But evidently 
the activity in the street brought 
the owner of that house with 
the porch light outside. He 
informed Ralph, albeit good- 
naturedly, though, that he 
had just painted the floor of 
his porch. Ralph left a few 
foot prints for posterity on 
behalf of our Rose Float. 

In 1974, disaster struck 
again, two days before New 
Year’s. An almost completed 
float was set afire when a 
welder’s torch was carelessly 
used with someone also using 
glue and the glue is highly 
inflammable. Flowers in buc¬ 
kets were tossed out and their 
water used to put out the 
blaze. And in the finest ex¬ 
amples of a community rush¬ 
ing to aid, fire damage was 
repaired and all was well in 
time. 

This year’s Coronation Ball 
to honor our prin 'esses and 
so ably chairmaned by Ginny 


and George Liskow, was ^reiy 
a night to remember. The 
Christmas boutiques have 
been outstanding. 

In these countdown days 
now before the parade your 
support both financial and 
physical is needed. Also, 
this year’s theme is “Rejoice!”. 
At parade time once again 
when Sierra Madre’s float 
goes by, we can all “Rejoice!”
